publio work, or to take charge of any 
enterprise or undertaking, which is 
likely to pro^daoe. greater and better 
practical resultSj through being under 
the control of the Government, than it 
wonld^ if left to capitalists or to Onel.or 
more public companios who have no 
care beyond the| amount of dividends 
to *bo secured, ought the fact of its 
being unusual ''fo». the Executive to 
embark ia what might be termed a 
commercial venture to be allowed to 
oporato nonolnsively to prevent such 
an undertaking being commenced by 
the Government? The precedent af- 
forded in England by the assumption 
of the control of the tolograph linos 
by Parliament, Bhows that it is not be 
yond the provinco of a Government 
to perform those works which have 
hitherto boon loft to private individ-. 
uals or companies. No doubt there 
would havo been a strong opposition 
to the Imperial Parliament laying 
down speculative lines of telegraph 
wires before the utility of the eystom 
h8d"%%^^ii''prOyeo; and possibly the in- 
tarferenbe of.
